Mudania, Oct. 9.— Kemalist legions were within a day's 
march of Constantinople as allied generals met with Ismet 
Pasha in renewed efforts to untangle the Near East prob­ 
lem today. 
In spite of the promise of Ismet, Turkish nationalist repre­ 
sentative. to cease the concentration of troops in the neutral areas, 
the Kemalists surged into the forbidden area. 
Turkish cavalry has reached Shile and Yarmise, lx»th places 
within the neutral zone near the Bosphorus at the right of the 
Sea of Marmora. 
Yarmise is within a day’s march of Constantinople. 
The cavalry is also nearing Karayakobi, which is in the same 
area. 
The concentration In 
the 
neutral 
zone on the went of the Sea of Mar­ 
mora in the vicinity of Chanak Is also 
continuing- 
In this 
area 
Infantry 
has replaced cavalry, which is taken to 
mean that the Turks intend to dig 
into and hold their positions. 
The latest allied plan 
of 
peace, 
which Includes the Immediate with­ 
drawal of the Greeks from Thrace and 
the occupation of that territory by the 
allies for a period of one month after 
which a Turkish civil administration 
will be set up, was presented to Isniçt 
by 
the 
military 
representatives 
of 
Great Britain. France and Italy. 
The situation was 
somewhat 
re­ 
lieved when the Greek cabinet in­ 
structed the Greek representatives to 
inform the allies that the government 
would order its nationalists 
out 
of 
Thrace. The Greeks, however, ask for 
two months instead of one to evacu­ 
ate. 


Lloyd George Government May Be 
Overthrown 
London, Oct. 9.—Possibility of the 
overthrow of the Lloyd George gov­ 
ernment next month when the parlia­ 
ment convenes, was announced today 
by opponents of the prime minister. 
Liberal and conservative anti-Georg­ 


ians saw an advantage in the recent 
attacks on the premier because of his 
Near East policies. The attack In the 
press is lead by J. D. Garvin, writer 
for the "Observer,” whose opinion car­ 
ries great weight as a critic of the 


government. 
The "Observer” and many other pa­ 
pers, some of them that have long 
been friendly to Lloyd George, are 
Hamoring for a change in government, 
following the militant attitude the cab­ 
inet has taken in dealing with the Ke­ 
malists in the Near East.

BUSINESS SESSION WAS LIVELY 


Discussion of Political Issues b y Gu­ 
b ernatorial and Senatorial Can­ 
didates

annua l convention 
o! 
the League of Women Voter!» , held In 
St. Paul Oct. 5th. 6th and 7th. wan 
filled with Interest and thrill« from 
start tq finish. 
The b usiness sessions were enliv­ 
ened b y pointed queations 
and 
in­ 
structive discussions, while the speak­ 
ers all had something of real educa­ 
tional value to contrib ute. 


The discussion of political Issue» 
b y the gub ernatorial and senatorial 
candidates, the first evening, was not 
turned Into vaudeville b y the herk 
lers In the audience, as some of th« * 
city paper« Implied, b ut the speakers 
didn't have every thing thir own wav. 
J. Adam Rede, who was Senator Kel- 
log's representative on this program, 
likes n othing b etter than 
to 
have 
questions fired at him b y 
the 
a u­ 
dience, and he would have had his 
fill, had not the policy of the League 
interfered. 
W ha tev er privileges 
are 
granted one speaker must b e granted 
to all. 
So the presiding 
officer 
a n ­ 
nounced that Mr. Rede would b e giv­ 
en five m in utes to answer questions 
provided the audience was willing to 
stay while the three other speakers 
consumed a like amount of time. 
A« 
it was almost eleven o'lclock, the a u­ 
dience voted to adjourn. 
The most important b usiness of the 
League, at this convention, was r a t ­ 
ify ing the recommendations of it« 
Ex ecutive Council regardin g the one 
piece of legislation to b e sponsored 
b y the League at the coming legisla­ 
tive session, viz., 
the 
educational 
b ill. 
The provisions of thi« b ill were all 
ratified, b ut n um b e r six was warm 
ly deb ated. 
All agreed tha t the oi- 
flce of county superintendent should 
b e divorced from politics, b ut there 
•was a division of opinion as to m e th­ 
od. 
The recommendation« were as 
follows: 
1.— A m inim um school term of not 
less tha n eight months. 


2.— S t re n gthe n in g the compulsory 
atten d an ce in the State D epartm ent 
of E d uc a t i on 
3.— Provision for 
part-tim e 
con­ 
tin uation schools. 
4.- An effective program of phy ­ 
sical education encouraged b y stu*e 
aid. 
5.— Increased provision fot te ac h­ 
er helpers in rural districts. 
6.— A county b oard of education 
to b e elected b y the 
county , 
with 
power to appoint qualified supe rin ­ 
tendents and county tr ua n t officers.

T H E R E art* times when personal advantag e sug g ests the use 
of certain locations for purposes that are not beneficial to the city 
at larg e; and there are thing s that are of special value to the city 
as a whole that do not invite the enterprise of individuals. There­ 
fore, when a business man decides to build a building that will se­ 
riously menace the district in which it is built, it is to be ex pected 
that citizens will unite in seeking to prevent the erection of such 
a building . 
Hut ii in proposing the erection of a building for per­ 
sonal advantag e, which the business man hopes will accrue from 
such a project, he has thoug ht of the interests of the city as well 
as his own, and has not seen that his proposed building will work 
any harm to the community, there is every reason to encourag e 
such enterprise. 
However, there are cases where the city may l>e made to sut­ 
le r by the erection ol building s which are clearly out of place in 
the location proposed, 
in such cases the city council is well ad­ 
vised in refusing a perm it io build. 
Brainerd is confronted witn a situation at this time, where­ 
in those who take the opposite sides claim that a tilling station 
erected at tne corner ol Six th and Laurel, in the center <>t the 
business district of the city, and on a much traveled street, either 
will or will not have a bad effect on what are the best interests of 
Braincrd. 
V\ ith a proper respect for the position taken by those 
who oppose its erection, it nevertheless seems that there are no 
\aini g rounds for refusing the permit requested. T his corner has 
been sadly neg lected ior many years, during which time it has been 
one of the most unpleusing prospects of w hat is otherwise i *!tu* 
part of Braincrd. The proposed building will remedy this defect. 
The ouilding is to be oi g ood materials, of pleasing desig n, and s > 
illuminated as to brig hten up the part of the city where it stands. 
Of course it is true that a filling station calls for the m >ve- 
ment in and out of automobiles. It is also true that this is already 
a busy corner. 
But tilling stations have been erected on much 
busier corners 
¡11 other cities, and as Bruinerd g rows it is almost 
certain that the time will come when filling stations already erect­ 
ed will be on streets just as busy then as Six th and Laurel streets 
are at this time. 
As to the site being reserved for a more imposing structure. 
It has been neg lected for many years and there are no indications 
that either now or in the immediate future anyone intends to 
utilize it in ibis way. 
In planning an oil station for the corner 
tne proponent of the plan has sug g ested a real improvement to 
that corner to be made at once. 
It may be said th a t in the course of a few years, with the 
development of the city, there would be a demand for the site for 
the purpose of building thereon a building ol two or three stories 
that would be an imposing addition to the building s of Braincrd. 
Such a prediction undoubtedly is well founded, but there is 
110 
reason in it tor allowing the corner to remain as it is, and has been 
for many years, while aw aiting this development. The filling sta­ 
tion will be built at once, and when the future has made a strong 
c^ll for the g round, we may see 
111 Brainerd, what is continually 
happening in other cities, a small building torn down to make 
1 
place for a larg er and more modern structure. But to hold g round 
idle while awaiting such developments would lend to hindering 
the developments hoped for. 
L this site were in demand for 
oilier and better purposes, its use for the purpose proposed mig ht 
be opposed with g ood reason, bu; tin* use to which it is to be put, 
if this proposal is accepted, will result 
111 a real im provement over 
the conditions that at present obtain.
